_ Rescue Small Namesake from Burning Dwelling.

ANSAS CITY, Nov. 23.—It was in 
@-vain effort to save the life of his 
little grandson, “Waddie,” that 
Congressman David D. De Armond, of 
the Sixth Missouri District, perished 
in a fire that destroyed his home in 
Butler, Mo., early today. 

The heroism of the Congressman was 
made known late this afternoon, when, 
with his arms locked around the 
burned body of the little boy, De Ar- 
2 5 ds body was found. He had 
caught up the 6-year-old lad, David A. 
De Armond, Jr., and rushed with him 
through the flames that filled his room. 
He fell with his unconscious burden, 
and both sank through the floor to 
quick death. 

What makes the tragedy unusually 
pathetic is the fact that the grandson 
was the grandfather's idol. The two 
were inseparable, and slept to- 
gether. Lest night the boy went to his 
grandfather's house ‘as usubi, and, 
after a happy evening, the two retired. 
The next the family heard of them 
was carly this morning, when, from 
behind the smoke and flames that en- 
veloped the house, the boy screamed: 
“Oh, grandpa, get me out of here, 
quick, I'm burning to death.“

INTOXICATED, MAKES 
PISTOL PLAY. 


Arrested and Held by Straps in Re- 
ceiving Hospital, Burbridge Shows 
Signs of Extreme Alcoholism—At- 
torney Vainly Makes Effort to Se- 
cure Freedom of His Client. 


BROKER, 


Maintaining his reputation as a 
gun fighter, O. H. Burbridge, who has 
a brokerage office in the I. W. Hell- 
man building, clashed with the police 
department last night, and is now in 
the City Jail. : 

A telephone message received at the 
office cf the Chief of Police announced 
that a man was running amuck on 
Spring street and flourishing a large 
revolver. Piain Clothesmen Bowe and 
Windsor were detailed on the case and, 
after making inquiries, earned that 
the possessor of the weapon had gone 
into the Hollenbeck barber shop. ‘The 
patrolmen entered and found Bur- 
bridge seated in a chair in the front 
of the room. The gun man recognized 
the officers, and when they told him 
to come to the station he said that 
they had no authority to arrest him. 
He demanded that they should prove 
their authority and, while the argu- 
ment was at its height, he pulled the 
revolver and cleared the room. The 
flashing of the gun was a signal for a 

neral exodus, and Bowe and Wind- 

r were not the last to leave the 
place. 

A few minutes later Burbridge left 
the barber shop and was arrested. In 
the jail it was found that he was in- 
toxicated and it was necessary to strap 
him down in the Receiving Hospital. 
He was seized by an attack of deliri- 
um tremens, the surgeons state. 

Although Burbridge is a well-known 
broker, who is believed to be the pos- 
sessor of considerable wealth, he has 
been mixed up in fights before. One 
of his most recent escapades occurred 
when he shot at Harry Meserve, broth- 
er of Attorney Edward Meserve, 
year ago, while in an altercation about 
a chicken anch. Burbridge ewns a 
ranch at Inglewood, and when he had 
a disp@te with Meserve he took a 
shotgun and fired at the latter. 

The gun-fighting broker passed some 
time in the County Jail for his fracas, 
and later was forced to appear before 
the Lunacy Commission. He was 
placed in charge of medical experts, 
who found him to be merely a victim 
of alcoholism. He was discharged and 
placed on probation. 

Thomas Lee Woolwine has recently 
become legal adviser to Burbridge, and 
he rushed to the Police Station last 
night to obtain the release of his cli- 
ent. The efforts of the attorney were 
in vain, because the prisoner was not 
only unable to intelligently discuss the 
case but was strapped and held down 
by two burly police nurses. Burbridge 
showed many of the symptoms of de- 
lirlum tremens and police surgeons 
state that they believe that it is pos- 
sible that his mind has been perma- 
nentiy injured due to excessive alco- 
holism. In such an event they advise 
another appearance before the Lunacy 
Commission.

FLOOR, SPACE TWELVE 

The additions to the Alexandria will 
extend ninety-six feet south on Spring 
street with a depth equal to that of 
the present building and for 115 feet 
on Fifth to the Broadway line. The 
total frontages of the completed build- 
ing will be 216 feet on Spring, 321 feet 
on Fifth and 100 feet on Broadway. 
Buth additions will be fourteen stories 
in height end 175 feet from sidewalk 
to cornice. The ordinance of Vester- 
day wilh make it possiole for the 
Alexandria to increase its floor area 
by something like 870,000 square feet. 
or approximately eight and one-third 
acres, The total floor space of the 
mammoth hostelry when completed 
will be between twelve and thirteen 
acres. 

The new Alexandria will be one of 
the largest and most magnificent 
hotels in the United States, and sec- 
ond to none other west of Chicago. 
The plans as prepared by Parkinson 
and accepted by the owners call for 
an expenditure of nearly $2,000,000 in 
the two additions. A contract for all 
the steel work was iet yesterday to 
the Baker Iron Works at $69.50 a ton 
and other contracts will follow rapidly 
within the next few weeks. The de- 
tails of the plans are being hurried to 
completion and it is likely that the 
Spring-street addition will be started 
at the begining of the year. The con- 
struction of this will cost about $1,000.- 

A few months more will serve 
for the expiration of the leases on the 
Fifth-street cide, when this addition 
will also be started, probably before 
the completion of the first addition. 

In exterior treatment the additions 
will follow the general lines of the 
present Wuilding, which is one of the 
best examples on the coast of adapta- 
tion of the Spanish Renaissance. The 
materials will be pressed brick and 
terra cotta, ‘The construction will be 
steel frame of the most modern type. 
The interior finish will be in the sam? 
elegant treatment that marks the pres- 
ent Alexandria as one of the sumptu- 
ous hotels of the country, the lower 
halls and main rooms being in marble 
and the upper rooms in mahogany 
throughout. 

The first basement will be occupied 
by the kitchens, below which will be 
the power plant, The floor of the latter 
will be more than 30 feet below the 
Street level. 

CHANGES CONTEMPLATED 

In the present building the famous 
Indian grill room will be extended to 
double sts present capacity. A 
room 96x54 feet will be a feature of the 
Spring-street annex first floor, as will 
also a Palm Room 4$m04 feet. A 
ladies’ entrance with a granite stair- 


coro front will be a ball room 
96x46 festi together with three pri 
banque-*, rooms, ‘children’s dining room 
and a large serving kitchen connecting 
directly with the basemeni kitchens, 
All the dining reoms will be finished 
in heavy oak wainsecoating in old Eng- 
lish style. :

OT ALL CLIMATE. 


Fifty-seven and a half millions of dollars! | 


The figures are somewhat imposing for the annual 
production of a single county whose chief asset has 
sometimes been regarded by the envious as “cli- 
mate,” and whose chief function has been most 
widely advertised as a winter resort. 

These figures represent what the county statis- 
tician has found in the way of manufactures, agri- 
cultural products, dairying and poultry products 
and oil for 1909 in Los Angeles county. And yet 
there are still skeptics who are asking what there 
is but the tourist to support the vast city of Los 
Angeles and her populous suburbs. 

There are in Los Angeles county at the present 
time but 9148 farms, and it is to be remembered 
unre- 
claimed desert, which will rapidly be reclaimed by 
the development of water. The richness of this 
land is shown by the present production of the de- 
veloped farms, the total amount being about 
$14,000,000, or an average of $1530 to the farm. If 
the sum were spread out over every acre of as- 
sessed country property in the county it would 
amount to over $16 an acre. The assessed value 
of this country real estate is a little over $60,000,000, 
the production showing a return of 234 per cent. 
from all the land in Los Angeles county. | 

The manufactures of Los Angeles are still in 
their infancy. Every indication at the present 
time points to a more rapid growth in‘ this direc- 
tion in the next decade than has been experienced 
in any period of the past. The manufactured 
products durine the past year totaled $33,833,706, 
a respectable showing for a city just beginning to 
turn its attention to industrial development. The 
figures quoted do nit include some of the largest 
industries, such as car shops, where the value of 
the product is impossible to estimate because of the 
repair work done, but where the pay rolls run into 
the millions of dollars annually. : 7 

Here are a few of the notable items in the pro- 
duction of Los Angeles county for the past year: 
Cereal products, $1,478,020; hay, $2,456,810; or- 
anges, $2,800,000; lemons, $1,382,400; strawberries, 
$380,000; butter,, $1,282,325; milk, $2,197,873; poul- 
try and eggs, $1,271,980; sugar beets, $542,400; pe- 
troleum, $2,833,787. 

Among the manufactured products, those which 
represent the largest outputs of a single class are: 
Foundries and iron works, $4,857,842; flour and 
cereal foods, 33,323,055; planing mills, $4,063,548; 
automobiles, carriages and wagons, $1,144,610; con- 
fectionery, $1,117,878; meat products, packed, 
$3,000,000; iron pipe, $1,050,000. 

Figures are regarded as but dry fodder by many 
of the readers of a modern newspaper; but this 


statistician should be quite acceptable to the Los 
Angeles resident, and no drier than his regular 
dish of breakfast food, and they may quite as justly 
be labeled “wholesome, appetizing and invigorating.”

HANKSGIVING PLEASURES. 

Tomorrow will be Thanksgiving Day from one 
end of America to the other. It would be a low 
view of the holiday to take if we conceived that the 
‘only pleasures would be those of the table. Amer- 
ica is the land of plenty, and there will be fewer 
tables in America where plenty will not be found 
for all who sit around them than in any other 
country on the face of the whole globe. There will 
be no feasts anywhere else this year like the din- 
ner tables of our people tomorrow. 

But there will be other pleasures connected with 
the day than those of the table. We can all re- 
member in our boyhood when Surday was a day 
of strict observance in almost every home in Amer- 
ica, and Thanksgiving Day came as the first holi- 
day of the fall, how keen we used to be for the 
first all-day skating of the year. If we were disap- 
pointed of our day's skating it was a sore, but it 
was not often north of Mason and Dixon’s line that 
a pool could not be found with a little ice strong 
chough to bear skaters unless they clustered to- 
gether in bunches. 

Tomorrow will furnish skating in the Northern 
States more generally than the average Thanksgiv- 
ing Day has done. Winter has already settled 
down upon the country there, and the thermometer 
at many places ranges from 20 deg. above zero 
down to the zero point. ' 

Thanksgiving Day pleasures in Southern Califor- 


nia are more numerous and varied than jn our old 


homes. ‘Yachting will be a. delight quite equal to 
that of any summer day along the Atlantic Coast 
from Bar Harbor to Florida Keys. The white- 
winged boats of Southern California people will cut 
tomorrow waves as blue as summer skies on waters 
just ruffled enough to make eight or ten knots an 
hour possible. All day long, from the time the 
breakfast things are removed until the dinner bell 
rings and the sun is setting, the schoolboys of this 
city, free from their studies, will knock baseballs 
around on every vacant lot all through the munici- 
pal boundaries. The football teams that will con- 
tend for victory upon the gridiron will suffer incon- 
venience, if at all, from heat. There will cer- 
tainly be no cold fingers to blow while the players 
are standing in the field. 

Tomorrow morning the street cars will be full of 
women going to the churches. If they wear wraps 
or furs it will not be from need, but for show. 
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THERE’LL BE SOMETHING DOING. 
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Southern California! Many a jolly party will 
skim over the country, making 150 or 200 miles 
going and coming between sunrise and sundown. 
California landscapes have been washed by two or 
three gentle showers during the month of Novem- 
ber, and the orange groves are as bright these No- 
vember days as Irish meadows in the end of June. 
The mountain ridges are covered with snow; and a 
day’s automobiling along the plains, through the 
orange groves under the shadow of these stiow- 
capped mountains, with the skies blue and the air 
warm, is a delight to be experienced nowhere out- 
side of this earthly paradise, Southern California. 
Already the tourists are here in force. The ho- 
tels are filling up, and the observer up on the tall 
building where the United States Signal Service 
makes its records. is surely not disappointing any 
of these visitors from the East. There wil! not be 
a household in Southern California tomorrow which 
will really need a fire for any purpose excepting 
cooking, from the time the sun gets above the 
horizon until he sinks into the western waves. Late 
in the afternoon families and invited guests will 
sit down to enjoy their turkey and plum pudding 
with the dining-room windows wide open, looking 
out on flowering shrubs, roses as bright as June, 
and the odor of violets will come in from many a 
garden to refresh thuse around the table. 


VALUABLE PUBLIC SERVANT. 
There has been some talk in connection with 
the little muss in the Reclamation Service touch- 
the continuance in office of F. H. Newell. 
He is the director of the Reclamation Service and 
has been connected with it for a great many years. 
It will be a high satisfaction to all persons in- 
terested to learn, as we were informed in the dis- 
patches of Tuesday, that F. H. Newell’s place. 
at the head of the service is safe. There is per- 
haps no man connected with this branch of the 
public service who could be less well spared, whose 
loss would be greater to the public. One of the best 
things to be said about him is that he has been at 
all times free from all partisan, underhand or de- 
structive work in the Reclamation Service. There 
have been cliques and rings, but Mr. Newell has 
conducted himself with absolute impartiality and 
with an eye single to the good of the service, wheth- 
er matters concerned were great or mere details. 
Some of the reclamation people have been very 
strenvous in their zeal for the work they had in 
hand, but we have heard no suggestion of any dis- 
honesty anywhere connected with the service. Their 
politics and combinations have concerned only the 
advance of certain persons in the employ of the 
government to higher places of honor and emolu- 
ment. But Mr. Newell has held himself aloof from 
‘every improper movement. He has given his whole 
time and attention to the duties of his own office, 
which he has performed with conspicuous ability.

J. C. MeNally, formerly a Superior Court judge in 
Utah, is at home after two years’ residence in the 
Orient.

across the continent, and undoubtedly we may ex- 
pect before very many years to see the beginning 
of a great iron industry close to Los Angeles. In 
fact, the beginning has been made. The shipbuild- 
ing plant at Long Beach may be called the first 
step. The next steps will come in long and rapid 
strides. | 

We have often referred to the evolution of indus- 
tries in Southern California. This began with the 
cattle-growing era, which came down almost to the 
beginning of the generation now passing away. 
Herds of cattle and flocks of sheep gave place to 
wheat fields and barley ranches. In due time the 
cereal-growing industry yielded to fruit-growing; 
and now, with our agricultural development about 
complete, the next departure in industrial develop- 
ment in Southern California is to be manufactur- 
ing on a huge scale. The Pacific Coast of America 
‘lies directly opposite to the Orient. We are the 
nearest point of supply for those markets, and we 
are the nearest market for their products. Re- 
member, they number, all told, a matter of 
400,000,000 human beings, or one-third of the whole 
population of the globe. ‘they may be mostly poor 
and their needs in lire small, but when we come to 
think of their vast multitudes the possibilities of 
trade are beyond the scope of the imagination.

LOS ANGELES, Nov. 23.—{To the 
Editor of The Times:] I took that 


very delightful auto drive through 


Pasadena yesterday, seeing most of 
the fine mansions, with their beauti- 
ful grounds, and what charmed me 
most was the absence of hedges or high 
walls around the gardens, suggesting 
a sentiment of welcome to all. This 
idea I hope to see introduced into Eng- 
land and South Africa and other places 
in which I live. But noticing how 
readily Americans receive and act 
upon any suggestion which is worth 
while, I venture to make one in the 
hope that it will not be unacceptable. 
While every garden was a model of 
neatness, there is one characteristic 
common to all, which appeared to me 
to be monotonous, and that is the 
stiff, artificial finish of all the garden 
walks or drives and of the supporting 
Walls—an attempt being made‘ in 
some of the latter to blend the nat- 
ura! (stone) with the artificial 
(brick.) 

I have in mind some beautiful drives 
I have seen, which lead, not from a 
gate immediately opposite the front 


ot the house, but take a graceful curve 


through avenues of trees, from a side 
entrance to the grounds. 

In place of the eternal (and artifi- 
cial) cement, a very good top dress- 
ing for a short garden walk is sea 
shelis—and one especially suitable for

Reminders of Burning of the Steamer 
St. Croix on the Beach Near 
, Malibu Ranch. 

SANTA MONICA, Nov. 23.—J. U. 
Henry came down this morning from 
the Malibu coast. after having spent 
several busy days and nights in as- 
Sisting In the relief of the passengers 
and crew of the burned steamer St. 
Croix. Henry went as far up the 
beach yesterday as the cove in which 
the life boats were landed Saturday 
evening. 

He says oars and life preservers 
were scattered along the beach for a 
There are but 
few other souvenirs of the disaster. 
Except for the washing ashore now 
and then of a charred timber, there 
ls nothing along the beach to tell 
the story of the burning at sea. He 
assisted in dragging the eight life 
boats to a point high on the sand, 
where they will not be endangered by 
the high tides. The tide of Sunday 
night caught one of the small boats 
and battered it into fragments against 
the rocks. 

Capt. Warner presented to Henry the 
life boat in which the master of the 
ship came ashore. “For services ren- 
dered,” reads the note given to Mr. 
Henry by the captain. “permit me to 
present to you my boat.“ Chief Officer 
Minus also de a present of his boat 
to the n who was first on the 
ground to render aid. This latter is 
the largest of the nine boats, having 
& ##passenger-carrying capacity of 
thirty. The captain told Henry that 
he was welcome to all of the souvenirs, 
which included a wagonload of barreis, 
buckets, blankets, cans of coal oll and 
sealed cans of hard tack. 

PROTESTANTS TO MEET. 

Fremont-avenue property owners 
who harbor the feeling that the pro- 
posed opening. widening and paving 
of that thoroughfare will amount to 
confiscation of their holdings are or- 
ganizing to oppose the projected im- 
provement, one of the best the city 
has ever undertaken. George Young is 
at the head of the protestants.

WATT ON WAR DEPARTMEYT. 

Messrs. Hampton and Bainbridge, 
who assure the public that they are 
amply backed financially to carry out 
their plans, are only awaiting the ac- 
tion of the War Department to begin 
the work of expending a fortune in 
the development of Santa Monica's 
ocean frontage. Having secured op- 
tions covering practically all of the 
beach north of the concrete pier, in- 
cluding the North Beach bath-house 
and plunge, their maps for the pro- 
jected bulkhead and breakwater have 
passed judgment ane seen approved 
by the City Council. 

From that body they went before 
the United States Engineers, where 
they were given consideration with: 
protest. Everything is now before the 
War Department, and should the per- 
mit be granted, it is the promise of 
the promoters of the enterprise that 
the building of the breakwater will 
not be long delayed. Within the last 
few days an extension of time has 
been secured on the options, owing 
to the delay in the receipt of the War 
Department's approval. As outlined 
to the City Council, the plans em- 
brace a breakwater of such size that 
safe anchorage will be provided for 
the navy of an entire tion. This 
will be built about 1700 feet from the 
shore and will be designed with espe- 
cial reference to the accommodation of 
pleasure yachts. 

The conception will not be complete 
without a magnificent clubhouse for 
yacht clubs, and such a structure is 
provided for in the plans that have 
been drawn and accepted. Santa Mon- 
ica is anxiously awaiting receipt of 
news of favorable action by the War 
Department, as several proposed im- 
provements are hinged upon the suc- 
cessful termination of the bulkheaa 
negotiations. |

WILMINGTON REJOICES. 


WELCO 


MES FIRST SCHOONER 
IN TWENTY-SEVEN YEARS. 


.FILMINGTON, Nov. 
mington was out in force this 
afternoon to witness the entrance 
into its inner harbor of the first 
schoaner since 1882. The ltu:ber ves- 
sel Pasadena, from Humboldt, loaded 
with 500,000 feet of lumber. consigned 
to the Consolidated company, sailed 
into the harbor and up the channel 
to the company’s docks at 5 o'clock this 
afternoon 


‘The channel, which has been under 
construction for several months by the 
lumber company, was sufficiently com- 
pleted to admit the vessel without dif- 
ficulty. The channel had been dredged 
by the North American Dredging Com- 
and is 100 feet wide and 7000 
fret long, extending from the Mormon 
Island channel to the lumber mill. 

The advent of this vessel demon. 
strates that henceforth the harbor will 
be one of commerce. The people here 
are highly elated over it. 

When the schooner was sighted the 
mill Whistle sounded @ hearty wricome, 
which was taken up byt he viren at the 


bath-house at Long Beach. The two 
whistles kept up prolonged soundings. 
soon attracted many .townspeo- 

For many years, prior to 1882, Wil- 
mington was a busy port. At the 
docks here were landed vessels from 
athe ocean with cargoes of supplies for 
all of Southern California and for Ari 
gona. This port was the dase of sup- 
plies for the Union Army during the 
‘70s. ere long lines of freighters 
would come to get their loads of pro- 
visions and goods for the pesple along 
the desert trail, which wus then a 
well-traveled line 

Those were days of prosperity. Then 
all was changed. For twenty-seven 
years this port was closed. No boat 
larger than a lanuch docked here un- 
til today. The wharves riited away 
or were used by the inhabitants for 
firewood. 

A new generation has taken the 
reins, and new forces are new cperat- 
ing. This is now part of Los Angeies 
harbor, and. with the well-known en- 
terprise of that city back of the devel- 
opment work, Wilmington’s future 
greatness is certain.

Josephine Chauvin, u prisoner in the 
County Jail, who has been held incom- 
municado, for several weeks by order 
of J. C. Nardini, immigration inspec- 


tor, was subjected to brutal treatment 


by the inspector, yesterday afternoon, 
according to the attorneys for the 
young woman. It is ulse alleged by 
several of the jailers that they saw 
Nardini grab the prisoner. by the arm 
in a rough manner and threaten her 
with his displeasure if she did not do 
as he wished. 

While the matter does not warrant 
an investigation, Sheriff Hammel 
stated that ail prisoners in his care 
Must be treated with consideration by 
Federal officers as well as by his own 
men. 

Attorney Paul Schenck, who, with 
George McKeeby, represents the priso- 
nor, said last night that a writ of ha- 
beas corpus will undoubtedly be applied 
for, on the ground tha: the Chauvin 
woman is illegally detained. 

i ANOTHER CHARGE. 

‘The whole proceeding has been a 
Waves on justice,” said he. In the

@ case against my client. To secure 
an order for the arrest of an alien, the 
inspector must first show when the 
perzon came into this country, and in 
mis ease must show she was a d- 
Orderly woman in France and carried 
on this life after reaching here. The 
inspector made a bad blunder in using 
the entry papers of a young French 
girl of this city who comes of a fine 
family. The local French vice-consul 
has taken the matter up in order to 
protect the family, who fear lest their 
name be made public.

I Was present as counse! for the 
Chauvin woman. Nardini refused to 
allow us to make objections to his 
form of interrogation and we then 
instructed our client to refuse to an- 
swer the inspector's questions. 

“That made him angry and resulted 
in the course he afterwards pursued. 
According to my best information, 
when we lieft the office, after securing 
comtinuance Nardini threatened the 
woman with a long term of 
imprisonment if she did not answer his 
questions. Finding she remained si- 
lent, ne afterwards went to the Coun- 
ty Jail, where the trouble occured 
this afternoon ” 

ROUGH TREATMENT. . 
@chenck said he was told by sev- 
eral witnesses that Nardini used rough. 
and threatening language to the wom- 
an, who appeared badly frightened. 
He said there was some sort of a scaf- 
fie in which the woman’s check was 


he did not claim she had suffered any 
great bodily injury, the attorney main- 
tained that the conduct of the immi- 
gration inspector was unbecoming an 
officer in his position.

Attorney Schenck has written letters 
to Secretary Nagel of the Department 
of Commerce and Labor; Daniel Keefe, 
Commissioner of Immigration, and the 
commissioner for this district, in re- 
gard to the alleged misconduct of the 
case. } 

In regard to the merits of the Thau- 
vin case, her attorneys expect to se- 
cure papers from New York and 
France to show that she came here 
more than three years ago, a fact 
which would make her immune to any 
deportation order. 

A. C. Ridgway. who is inspector in 
charge of the local immigration bu- 
réau, had nothing to do with the Chau- 
vin case, as all matters pertaining to 
the introduction of alien women of the 
disorderly class come under the su- 
pervision of Nardiul. 

INSPECTOR’S SIDE. 

“The attorneys have been trying to 
make out that their client was treated 
unjustly,” said Ridgway, but the in 
vestigation was strictly according to 
the rules laid down by the depart- 
ment. It is not a trial in any sense of 
the word. The Secretary makes his 
ruling in accordan-- with the facts 
furnished by the inspectors. [ heard 
nothing of any trouble at the County 
Jail. Nardini was working on another 
case during the afternoon: He wit 
— his report to me tomorrow morn- 
ng. 

Chief Inspector Ridgway said the 
error in the cofmplaint against Jose- 
phine Chauvin was rectified, and that 
there was no basis for any allegation 
that the mame of a virtuous young 
woman in this city had been unwit- 
tingly dragged into the controversy. 

Nardini could not be found last night 
to give his version of the trouble.

Evening at Local Cafe—Cottage 
System Adopted for the Housing of 
Orphans. 


Plans for the future enterprises of 
the Independent Order of Foresters in 
Southern California were discussed last 
night at a banquet at Levy’s café. 

More than a hundred members of the 
order were in attendance. The banquet 
was the suggestion of Attorney W. T. 
Helms and was the first of many like 
evenings for the promotion of frater- 
nal feeling and sentiment among the

‘marks of the evening. 


members. Glad Hand Lodge No. 5000, 
one of the youngest as well as the 
most progressive of the order, fostered 
the banquet, while brothers of other 
lodges were there as honored guests. 
Frank E. Hand, superintendent of the 
Organizing department for the Pacific 
Coast, gave the members a few point- 
ers on what the order expects to do 
in Southern California. 
The officers have selected thirty 
acres war Los Angeles. Upon these 
they expect to erect the cottage system 
for the housing of the orphans 
Southern California Foresters. They 
will erect a tubercular station for the 
care and treatment of members who 
have contracted the dread “white 
plague.” A home for aged and infirm 
members will also be among the im- 
provements on the land. In addition 
to these plans, Hand explained that at 
an early date the order will provide 
for the care of its members with a 
free depariment of medicine and sur- 
gery. Hand, who was introduced by 
Chief Ranger Frank L. Park, was tne 
todstmaster of the evening. 

A pretty story of the origin of the 
orphans’ department of the order was 
toid by Dr. C. B. Dixon, High Chief 
Ranger of Southern California. Dr. 
Dixon spoke of orphans. This subject 
is his hobby. He is credited with hav- 
ing done more for the orphans in the 
order than any other man, with the 
probable exception of Hand. 

Dr. Dixon told of how in the early 
days of Forestry one of the officials, 
traveling about the country, came upon 
a little boy in an orphan asylum. ‘The 
little fellow was unhappy and did not 
like the surroundings. The official 
soon learned that the youngster’s fath- 
er had been a member of the order. 
The insurance had not lasted very 
long and the child had been put in the 
orpnans’ home. The idea of caring for 
the children of members who had 
passed away came up at that time for 
serious discussion and a call for sub- 
scriptions resulted in the building of 
one of the finest orphans’ homes in 
the country. 

“We did not stop at that,” said Dr. 
Dixon. We soon found that children 
were unhappy when taken away from 
the spots they had always called home. 
„For instance; children of Southern 
California when taken to tlue orphans’ 
home in the far north did not thrive. 
Surroundings were different, also cli- 
mate and associations. We then 
adopted the family and the cottage 
plan. We are caring for thirty-five 
orphans in California today on the 
family plan. The children are placed 
with their nearest relatives, who are 
paid to care for them. In that way 
the youngsters are reared ia the same 
surroundings, go to the same school 
and follow the same religion, they 
would if their parents had ved. 
“The cottage plan provices for the 
rearing of children who have no near 
relatives. We will try that on the 
acreage near Los Angeles, Vy putting 
several children in each cof the cot- 
tages. We want then to b reared in 
the most gentle and homedke manner 
possible.”
